History 

BUI/} ARIA 

Bulgaria was carved out of the Balkan states during the seven- 
th e'pntury by a Turkish tribe called the Bulgars. By the tenth 
century Bulgaria controlled an area from the Black Sea almost 
to the Adriatic, and from Greece to the Danube Hiver. It be- 
came a major centre of Byzantine culture. In 1014, however, 
it was conquered and the' First Bulgarian Empire destroyed. 

An uprising in 1185 established the Second Bulgarian Kmpire. 
When the crusaders captured Constantinople in 1204 Bulgaria 
was again the strongest power tin the region and still expand- 
ing. But a Mongol army invaded in 1241, destroying Bulgaria, 
which was finally nbsorbed into the Ottoman Empire. It wasn't 
until the nineteenth century that the Bulgarians began to free 
themselves from the Ottomans. 

In the mid-nineteenth century peasant uprisings erupted and a 
revolutionary movement began forming. In a. secret Bulgar- 

ian committee signed an agreement wi th Serbia to form a Serbo- 
Bulgarian state. During the Hus 3 i an- Ottoman War of 1077-7M 
large numbers of Ottoman landlords left Bulgaria and the peas- 
ants succeeded in their revolt. A liberal constitution was 
adopted in 1870 and the national assembly elected a prince to 
head it. Politics, however, were quite unstable. 

In Bulgaria took advantage of the Young Turk revolt in 

Turkey to declare final independence. War broke out between 
the Balkan states and the Ottomans (1912-13) ending with 
Macedonia being divided between Greece, Serbia, and Bulgaria. 
Another result of this war was the tension between Serbia and 
Aus tria— Hungary over Serbia's occupation of parts of Albania. 

During World War I, Bulgaria allied with the Central powers in 
return for parts of Macedonia and Thrace formerly occupied by 
Serbia and Greece. Following the war, peace treaties establish 
ed nnw borders in the Balkans and arranged for Inrge minority 
groups to be resettled. This calmed friction in the southern 
Balkans. Communist narties started developing in the Balkans 
immediately after the Russian Revol u.tion, but *.vere outlawed 
in Bulgaria. 

During the -Depression years Germany was virtually Bulgaria's 
only trading partner and Bulgaria subsequently joined the 
Tripartite Tact. But as Russian troops advanced Into the area 
during World War II, Bulgaria switched sides. By the end of 
1047 the Communist Party in Bulgaria managed to gain control o 
the government and joined the Russian blockade of Tito's 
VufToA la v i a . 

Modern Bulgaria is firmly in the Soviet bloc and is developing 
tp industrial base. Though there is a two party system, the 
Bulgarian Communist Party ( BK f J ) dominates all local arid 
nn t i onn 1 go vornrnen ts .
